made in our railways, in 1877, there was 
not a mile of railway completed in the Pro 
Vince of Manituba, and today we have 
1,135 miles of railway in the Province, of 
which the Canadian Pacitic railway has on 
ite main line 315 miles, the balance being 
made up of branches, The Manitoba and 
Northwestern, 217 miles. the Red River 
Valiey, 67 miles, and the Hudson Bay, 40 
niles. Now, I could not give better evi 
dence of the fact that we have a large and 
increasing trade in the lower provinces 
than to show the trade in the city of Bran- 
don. IT heard the hon. member for North 
Wetlington (Mr. McMallen) say the other 
night that our farmers had not any market 
for their horses. Well, I would tell that 
hon gentleman that in 1SSS8, we received in 
the city of Brandon alone SS carloads of 
horses from the east, and taking an average 
of 1S to the car, that would give 422 horses; 
and wereceived during that year 24 car 
loads from the west. Now, this ia but one 
point inthe Province of Manitoba. If we 
received 85 carloads of horses at Brandon, 
»9 doubt Wianipeg received as mach, and 
Portage la Prairie and other places received 
their due proportion. Since the Ist of 
January, 1889, up to to-day, we have 
received trom Ontario 22 carloads of horses.
